unleſſe their relation appeare ty letters, from publique authority , ot unleſſe 
particularly imployed by his Majeſties publique Miniſters. Some pamphlets con- 
cerning Ireland, have lately beene Printed in En.land , wherein are intollerable 
filſhoods, and amongſt the reſt , ſome paſſages reflefting upon the Earle of Or-
